Alam eda County. 
Oakland, March 28th.—The crop prospects 
in Alameda county just now are, on the 
whole, very good. Grave fears were enter­ 
tained duiing the month of January that the 
grain crops around Haywards and in the 
Livermore valley, and some other districts of 
the county, would be very short, but the rains 
of March have completely dispelled these 
fears. Around San Leandro, the farmers 
have been despondent at no time this year, 
having had a fair allowance of rain distrib­ 
uted throughout the Bea6on. A strong im­ 
pulse has been given this year to the planting 
of orchards and vineyards in various parts of 
the county. About five hundred aeree of new 
orchards have been set cut in the vicinity of 
Haywards and in the Livermore rallev and 
the adjoining foothills. Many hundreds i f 
acres have been set out this year to grape­ 
vines, for the firet time. The condition of 
the Alameda county fruit crop is excellent, 
although a little backward, owing to the cool 
weather in the early part of the year. It is 
reported that the damage done by frost to the 
buds is small, and the hot weather of the past 
few days.has done much good in forwarding 
the crop. The only danger now dreaded by 
farmers and fruit-growers is the coming of 
uorthetB daring the next two months. 
Amador County, 
lo st, March 28th.—The farmers all over 
the county report whent and barley in better 
condition than for years before. The growth, 
set and color of both are all that could be ex­ 
pected for this date. The moderate rains 
have had a favorable effect, aud no yellow 
drowned spots of grain ate eeen anywhere in 
the fi rids. In short, both wheat and barley 
are better in every respect than they have 
been for several years. Fruit is not suffi­ 
ciently advanced to have been hurt yet, and 
from present indications, both from set of 
bloom and the weather, this will be a good 
crop alr.o. Grass has been checked by cold 
frosts, aud will probably cot attain to its 
usual growth before the warm weather sets in. 
Butte County. 
Cuco, March 28th.—The crops in this 
section never before looked so promising. 
The farmers are proud of the outlook at pres- 
sent, and if we have the usual spring rains 
the yield will be simply immense. The land 
not iu seed is being thoroughly plowed, pre­ 
paratory for next season. The wire worm 
has made its appearance in a few fields north 
of Chico, but only to a limited extent. The 
damage done so far will not amount to much. 
Calaveras County. 
San Andrkas, March 28th.—The condi­ 
tion of the crops in this vicinity, although 
backward, compared with former years, is 
good, and more than an average yield is 
looked for. 
Coin‘a County. 
Colcba, March 28th.—On the river lands 
the crop prospects are as good as at this time 
last year. The continued north wind» have 
set hack the general prospect, and unless we 
get rain very Boon the general crop will be 
short. 
Contra Costa County. 
Martini a, March 28ib.—The crop pros­ 
pects in this county are the best in many 
years. The season for putting in the same 
i.nd the opportune rains, together with the 
present warm weather, is exceedingly favora 
bis for grain and finds of all kiods, a large 
area beirg put in. Tne trees are generally all 
in bloeni. with the exception of a few late 
kinds. Considerable new vineyards and some 
ne w orchards have been Bet out this year. All 
together the prospects are most favorable for 
a good year. El Rornilo Comity. 
P la c er v ille, Marco 23th.—The prospect 
for crops was never better. The climate is 
very fine; thermometer ab .ut 70°. The min­ 
ing enterprises are first-rate, and everything 
is prosperous. Kern County. 
Bakersfield, March 28th.—There has 
been fine growing weather here for more thsn 
a week past, and the season is now so far ad­ 
vanced that it is likely to continue. The 
days and nights are as warm as they ever are 
at this season. Alfalfa is growing rapidly, 
aad the grain crops are looking well. The 
cultivated area is larger than in former years, 
aad the yield will be in proportion. Rain 
has very little to do with tjie productiveness 
of the soil. Irrigation is depended upon en­ 
tirely, and the Bupply of water for that pur­ 
pose is greater this year than usual. 
Lake I'onniy. 
Lakeport, March 28ch.—The cold weather 
of February and the first of March has kept 
the grain back, but the last heavy rains, fol­ 
lowed by warm days, have started it finely, 
and full crops are assured. A large acreage 
of grane cuttings was put out this spriog, 
and promise fine results. 
Los Angele» County. 
Los A ng eles, March 28th.—From present 
indications the wheat crop of Los Angeles 
county will be as large as last year, if not 
larger. Oje more good rain would probably 
guarantee 100,000 sacks in San Fernando 
valley and Newhall. The Centinela and 
Sansal Redondo ranches are good for from 
120.000 to 130,000 sacks more. The county 
at large will show up with from 000,000 to 
700.000 sacks. Bit le v looks well and large. 
The j ield of grain and hay is assured, being 
about equal te last year. There is a promise 
of a specially fine outcome from the vine­ 
yards, with thousands of acres recently set 
out. The orange crop is expect'd to be 
specially fine. Next season there are indi­ 
cations that a number of large ranches will 
be subdivided and farmed, and that cereals 
unusual here will be sown. In corn the crop 
of last year will be largely increased. There 
is plenty of beef feed, and grass is all that 
could be desired. The inquiry for property 
is quite active, and everything is indicative of 
great prosperity. 
Harta County. 
San Rafael, March 2S:b.—Up to the last 
rains the cntlook for the farmers of this 
eounty was rather discouraging, but since 
then the warm weather has caused the grain 
to take a fresh start, and what it now lacks 
in hight is more than made np in snbstance, 
and is better for the dairy stock from which 
the principal revenue of this county is de­ 
rived. What wheat has been put is is doing 
well, and the fruit orchards promise the usual 
average. 
Merced County. 
Merced, March 28 .h.—Since the late 
rains the crop prospects are favorable for a 
fair yield, though not perhaps an average 
harvest for a good season. The growing grain 
is exceedingly backward, mnch of it haviDg 
come up since the rains of the middle of the 
month commenced to fall, and nearly all the 
farmers compla’n of bad stands, caused by 
the seed rotting in the ground, making the 
fields spotted, many bare spots showing 
themselves. 
No growth was obtained until 
abont the 18th instant, the young grain in the 
majority of the fields just showing itself 
above the ground; but since thsn the 
growth has been rapid, and farmers 
generally think that a few showers in April 
will give them a reasonably good harvest 
upon the adobe lands, which constitute the 
richer body uf grain lands of the southern 
portion of the county east of the San Joaqnin 
river. On the north side of the Merced 
river, and upon the sand lands of the south 
side of that stream, the farmers are sanguine 
in the belief of a bfavy yield, having had 
heavy rains in the earlier part of the season, 
and the damage by frost not being so great as 
in the adobe country. On the west side, in 
this county, the prospect is not so favorable 
as here, except upon irrigated lands, and 
without unusually heavy Bpring showers in 
April the crops on the lands above the canal 
will be light. The weather sinee the 20th 
has been very warm for March, and on Sat­ 
urday last a strong wind from the north pre­ 
vailed throughout the day, since which time 
it has been generally fair. The ground has 
consequently dried rapidly, and rain will be 
mnoh needed again in a feM’days. 
Meaterey C seity, 
Salimas City, March 28th.—A sufficient 
quantity of 
baa fallen to produce good 
crop* ia Sallan tralla/ aad throughout Mon» 


terey couniy. Since the warm weather cf 
last week set in the grain has been growing 
rapidly, and tbe prospects for a bountiful 
harvest were never better. Our farmers, 
stock-raisers and business men generally are 
in excellent spirits over tbe season's outlook. 
Napa County. 
N apa, March 28th.—The prospects for a 
large crop of grain are flattering. The early- 
sown grain never looked better, and the late- 
sown grain is coming along nicely. The 
Hessian fly, which destroyed mnch grain in 
the lower part of the county last year, has 
not made its appearance this year to any ex­ 
tent. The hay crop will be very large. The 
outlook is good for a large fruit crop. 
The wine product of last year has been nearly 
all sold, and the interest in grape culture is 
on the increase. About 2,500 acres of new 
vines will be planted this spring. 
San Bernnrdlno County. 
San B ern ard in o , March 28th.—In this 
county the crop prospects were never better 
than at present, and the general feeling re­ 
garding this season's crops is one of confi­ 
dence. The snows on the mountains have 
been unusually heavy, which immres plenty 
of water for all the irrigating ditches, upon 
which most of our orchards and vineyards 
depend. 
San Benito County. 
H o lliste r, March 28th.—Owiug to the 
very discouraging opening of the season, tbe 
acreage sown in this county this year is fully 
one-quarter lei-s than that of last. The grain 
at present is in splendid condition, and grow- 
mg rapidly. With the usual amount of 
April rain, an abundant harvest is assured. 
The feeling among farmers here is decidedly 
hopeful as to the prospects. 
Santa Clara County. 
San Jose, March '28th.—It has been a week 
since the last taíc, and the weather during 
that time has been warm, with no cold winds 
or blighting influences. 
In consequence, the 
crops to-day are in a condition most flitter- 
iog, and which promises a very heavy yield 
under ordinary condition for the balance of 
the season. The uplands as well as the low­ 
lands 8re teeming with verdure. The fruit 
prtspects were never better in the history of 
the county. The lateness of th* season pre­ 
vented the trees from budding until after tbe 
period of heavy frosts had passed, aud now 
the fruit men look for an enormous yield. 
The good prospects have had an effect on 
busiuess, and sprtng opens with no drawback 
aud everything lo-vely. 
Santa Cm / County. 
Santa Cruz, March 28th.—The indications 
60 far are good for an average crop. In a 
number of places the grain ii thin, and coir.- 
plaints are made that there is too much 
moisture, but at present the grain is growing 
rapidly and looks well. 
San Diego County. 
San D iego, March 28th.—Returns from 
seventeen wheat-growing sections of the 
untyshow a total of nearly 28,000 teres in 
wheat, which is in first-class condition. The 
lowest eftimated yield is over five hundred 
thousand centals. Every pound of that esti­ 
mate will be produced. There will be about 
two hundred thousand sentáis of barley. The 
general crops are in splendid condition. 
Grass is abundant. The fruit crop will be 
the largest ever known, especially as to the 
vineyards. San Joaquin Couniy. 
Stoqkton, March 2Slh.—Sunday’s north 
wind played havoc with the crops on the wes* 
Bide. Only very favorable weather and con­ 
siderable more rain can insnre anything like 
an average crop in that section. Throughout 
the northern aud other portions of theconnty 
the yield will be fully equal to that of last 
year, while the increased acreage sown will 
make the aggregate greater. Largo areas on 
the islands have been reclaimed and sown to 
wheat and barley, and the yield thereon will 
be very large. The recent winds have dried 
np the ground somewhat, but there is still 
sufficient moioture to withstand some weekt 
of reasonably dry weather. Oa the whole, 
this year’s crops will compare favorably with 
those of 1881. 
Sun Luí» Obtqi» County. 
San L cis Omsro, March 28th.—In the 
face of a threatened dry season in this county, 
the farmers having confidence put in more 
grain than in any jrevious year. The bounte­ 
ous rains this month—seven inches—not only 
brought the grain well forward, but has sent 
forward the grass even to the eastern line of 
tbe county, and all the cattle and sheep are 
doing splendidly, while the dairies are yield­ 
ing their usual quantities of butter and 
cheese. From all parts of the county the re­ 
ports come favorably. The harvest will be 
large, and every industry promises more than 
average returns. The planting of vines is a 
new interest developing here. Several hun­ 
dred thousand have been planted this season. 
San Mateo County. 
Redw ood City, March 28th. — Farmers 
from every section of San Mateo county re­ 
port the prospects of abundant crops as cer­ 
tain. Even if no more rain falls the grain 
will mature, although an increased yield will 
result from additional showers. The situa­ 
tion creates animation amoDg all classes of 
business men, and no doubts of good harvests 
are expressed. Sliasta County. 
S h asta, March 28‘h.—The crops in Shasta 
county bid fair to bs far ahead of last season. 
They are sll looking well, and farmers feel 
mnch encouraged. A light rain is all that ia 
now needed to start things booming. 
Sisklyon Count)'. 
Y reka, March 28 ,h.—Tire crops arc back­ 
ward, owing to the long contioueicod weather, 
but are now storting, with some farmers slid 
plowing. Good succses will depend on the 
late rains for starting, and the general beli-.f 
ii that a large yi-ld wi l be real /. :d, with more 
ground than usual cultivated, as there has 
uot beou as much snow in this section as 
usual to flood the lowlands. 
In fruit, the 
crop will no doubt be unusually large, as the 
cold weather has kept the budding backward 
to escape late frosts. 
Solano County. 
Dixon, March 28th.—The prospects for a 
good crop in Solano county were never more 
flattering at this stage of the season. It Í3 
altogether too early to make any intelligent 
estimates, as everything depends upon the 
weather to follow. Wheat and barley have 
an excellent color, and the growth is rapid. 
The weather is warm, aud with the usual 
spring showers and favorable winds a good 
harvest may reasonably be expected. 
V a lle jo , March 28th.—The farmers in the 
neighborhood of Vallejo and Benicia are 
much pleased with the present prospects of 
large crops. The season was so favorable 
that almost every available acre of land was 
put in, and if the weather continues favora­ 
ble a larger crop will be harvested than ever 
before, on account of* so much land being 
sown with grain. The hay crop will be very 
short, and it is thought that some uf the grain 
will have to be cut for hay. 
Stanislaus County, 
M odesto, March 28th.—Our farmers were 
jubilant after tbe splendid rain of two weeks 
ago until last Saturday, when a terrific 
north wind Bwept over the valley. It only 
lasted for one day, bnt had the effect to 
check their smiles. Since that time it has 
been warm and pleasant. The latest and 
most reliable reports from all points are to 
the effect that there is no donbt tint that the 
fallowed lands will produce good crops. It 
looks splendid. Even the late-sown grain 
looks well at the present time, and with the 
nsual spring rains will give a fair yield, with 
tbe exception of that portion of the county 
west of the San Joaqnin river. It is safe to 
say that the prospects are much better than 
they were last year at this time. The west 
side will produce a crop where irrigation can 
be had. 
Tchaasa County, 
Red Bluff, March 28th.—Having inter­ 
viewed a number of farmers, representing al­ 
most every grain-growing section of tbe 
county, yonr reporter has arrived at the con­ 
clusion that the outlook for a good wheat 
crop this year is as good as any previous 
year. Not only will the wheat crop be large, 
bnt the spring crop of wool will irá equal to 
that of last year. The fleeces will be clean, 
and the fiber of good length and quite strong. 
Farmers and stock-raisers are jnbilant over 
the anticipated large yield of both wheat and 
wool—the staples of onr county. Sheep- 
shearing has beeD commenced, and within 
the next two weeks the great majority of 
sheep will be sheared, if the weather con­ 
tinues favorable.Tulare Ceuaty. 
V isalia, March 28th.—The weather for 
svrtin l day* has been wane, causing the 


grain to grow rapidly; but without more 
rain, grain on the plain* will soon burn out. 
Forty per cent, less grsiu wjs sown this year 
than last. On the ditches tl ere will be fine 
crop?. 
Tuolum ne County. 
Sonora, March 28th.—Onr County Asses­ 
sor reports tbe_ crops in this county in good 
condition. l\ith late rains we will have full 
crop*. 
Tratara County. 
San B uenaventura, March 28th. — The 
grain crop looks very well, and the rain im­ 
pending will add to the valne of tbe increased 
breadth of wheat and barley sown thi* year. 
The fruit crops never looked so promising. 
Corn and bean planting will commence next 
week. The land is in splendid condition, and 
a heavier crop of both than last year will 
probably be gathered, consequent upon the 
increased acreage to be planted. A low ba­ 
rometer and south wind indicate rain to­ 
night. 
Yolo Connty 
W oodland, March 2S:h.—There was never 
a better outlook for crops in Yolo county at 
this time of tfcp year. Under the it fluencs 
of a warm sun the grain is making rapid 
growth. It is healthy, and stands well on the 
ground. W'e need no rain for the preeent, 
and light showers are all that is wanted to 
insure good c(ope. Our peop'e are univer­ 
sally happy aud confident. XVe look for one 
of the largest wheat crops this county 
has yielded for several years. The winter 
was so favorable that farmeis conld sow all 
the ground they desired to, and the rains 
were so distributed as to do the greatest pos­ 
sible amount of pocd There having been no 
floods, the low lands promise to yield a fall 
harvest, which is true of all classes of land. 
The fruit crop also promises to be abundant. 
Yuba and Nutter Comities. 
M ary sv ille, March 28th.—From all parta 
of YHba and Sutter counties reports of toe 
crop pro-pacts are most flattering. An unu­ 
sually large acreage has been sown to grain. 
While, owing to the cold winter, the crops 
are perhaps not eo far advanced in growth as 
is usual at this season, their condition is all 
that could l>e deeired. The growing grain 
has taken deep root, and th9 stools are stout 
and vigorous. The average wheat above 
ground may be safely pat at ten inche*. In 
many fields the grain is twice that hight. 
The ground remain? moist below the surf ice, 
and there is no present need of rim. A few 
light April showers will keep ihe crops in the 
finest condition. There is every prospect of 
an unusually large j ield of grain in Sutter, 
and to no lees extant in Yuba counfy. All 
the farmers unite in saying that the 
prospects were never better. Tho heavy 
snow on the mountains makes spring 
floods 
a possible 
scarce tf danger, 
bnt no apprehension is lelt in this regard, as 
the snow i? gradually meltitig and the rivers 
remain low. Nothing is to be feared from 
this source, except in case of a long continued, 
heavy, warm rain, high up in the Sierras, 
which ia not at all likely to occur so late in 
the season. Fruit-growers report the pros­ 
pects highly satisfactory for all descriptions 
of fruit. The blossoms have come late and 
ercaped the frosts. All the indications are 
that the present year will prove one of great 
prosperity to all interests in thi? section.

CSCAR WILDE'S DRESS. 


W hatever may bo eaiil about Oscar 
W ilde’s cult, the criticism leveled at his 
dtess is indefensible. 
Of all the contempt­ 
ible tendencies of human nature the tend­ 
ency to run in crowds Í3 the most con­ 
temptible, and this tendency is the only 
explanation cf the existing fashions in 
dress. 
It may be that female extravagance 
and imbecility and perversity in m atters of 
this kind eclipse male follies of the same 
specic3, but it is demonstrable that the 
present costume of what is called the civ­ 
ilized world is a3 ugly and stupid as the 
absence of taite and sen3e can render it. 
A ntiquity never devised Buch an absurdity 
as the modern silk hat of the male human 
creature. 
The Dark Ages had at least too 
much light to indue themselves in the in­ 
effable silliness of a swallow-tailed dress 
coat. 
It has been reserved for “ the heirs 
“ of all the ages, iu the foremost files of 
“ tim e,” to array themselves so dismally, 
so foolishly, so hideously, as to extinguish 
every spark of individualism in society, 
and to make it impossible to Beparate the 
guest from the waiter. 
When therefore 
anyone 
attempts 
to 
offer a 
protest 
against 
the 
prevailing 
masculine 
cos­ 
tume, 
and 
when, 
moreover, 
he 
has 
the courage to exhibit in his own person 
the effect of the proposed change, we 
maintain that he is entitled to respect ; to 
the respect which cowards involuntarily 
pay the brave ; to the respect which inde­ 
pendence and originality deserve. W hether 
Oscar Wilde has improved sufficiently upon 
the prevailing costume is a different ques­ 
tion. 
His knee breeches certainly are morí 
rational and artistic than the democratic 
trousers which conceal all symmetry of 
limb, and which only enable the ill-propor­ 
tioned to appear on equal terms with the well- 
formed. 
Hut the truth is that the modern 
dress of man is an offense and an abomin­ 
ation, aod of all the humiliating spectacles 
presented of late we have seen none sadder 
than that of the unutterable donkeys who 
spend their lives in trying to look as much 
like the rest of the breed as possible, pricking 
their ears, and elevating their sonorous 
voices against Mr. Wilde, because he has 
the intelligence to perceive that the pres­ 
ent male dress is an outrage upon every Art 
principle, and because he possesses the 
practical courage to illustrate his opinions. 
In a word, if Oscar W ilde’s dress were the 
only thing about him open to criticism, the 
censure of him would have to be left to 
the fools. 


WHAT IS THOUGHT ABROAD. 


The 
London 
Time» 
observes 
that 
“ America owes it to her honor and grcat- 
“ ness to possess a navy which is some- 
“ thing more than a phantom .” 
In this 
sentim ent a great number of Americans 
concur. 
But the defenders of the existing 
system—by which there is squandered 
every year in producing nothing almost as 
much money as would maintain an effective 
navy in repair—undertake to defend it by 
alleging that the present condition of 
naval science is too unstable to justify 
large expenditure-fl. 
They say that the 
increase of the penetrative power of naval 
artillery keeps paee so steadily with the 
increase in resisting capacity on the part 
of defensive armor, that since the armor 
question is obviously limited, a time must 
soon be reached at which all armor will be­ 
come useless. 
They therefore contend 
th a t the best and wisest course is to build 
no navy, but to 
keep 
watching the 
European 
powers, 
prepared 
to adopt 
the 
first 
really 
efficient 
deeign 
they 
may 
evolve. 
This 
is 
cer­ 
tainly 
a 
plausible 
scheme, 
but 
it 
has a fatal defect. 
It would leave us 
w ithout a navy of any kind at the most 
critical juncture, or it would force us to 
fall back upon the 1’iracy so coolly recom­ 
mended by certain of our naval officers. 
These gentlemen tell us that what we want 
is a num ber of Alabamas. 
They do not, 
however, remind us w hat wo called the 
Alabama and 
her tribe when they were 
afloat. 
The new proposition is that the 
UBited States Government should turn 
Pirate on a large scale, and whatever 
attem pt may be made to cover over the 
ugly faot, this is th e ultim ate meaning of 
the proposal. 
We do not believe that the 
American people are prepared for so start­ 
ling an enterprise, however. 
W e believe 
th at they prefer to rely for defense upon a 
genuine navy, and upon honorable and 
legitim ate methods. 


The recent destructive ficod3 in the Mir 
siesippi valley have natura'.ly caused the 
methods of protection hitherto adopted 
to be called in question. 
Indeed there is 
a growing disposition to condemn the 
levee syetem as having broken down. This 
verdict, however, cannot stand, for though 
the Mississippi levees have given way this 
year, it cannot be forgotten that they 
have proved 
eminently serviceable for 
many preceding years, nor must it be 
ignored that no known system can be 
devised which will give absolute guaran­ 
tees against similar dirasters. 
I t is no 
doubt easily explicable that the injured 
communities should in the first burst of 
disappointment and despondency denounce 
the levee eystera as a complete failure, 
but before the United States Government 
decides to give up that sjstem it will re­ 
quire proof of the possibility of improving 
the river defenses of tbe Mississippi val­ 
ley. 
Tho Nile and the Po have long been 
the favorite models for embankment en­ 
gineering, 
but 
the 
weakness 
of all 
attempts 
to infer 
from 
the 
treat­ 
ment 
of 
these 
rivers the course to 
be followed elsewhere, consists in the fact 
that the circumstances are not alike. 
The 
Po and the Nile have beeu treated with a 
single eye to the local requirements, and 
that is the only rational mode of proceed­ 
ing in such cases. 
Because longitudinal 
or lateral dykes, or broad or narrow em­ 
bankments, suit an Italian or Egyptian 
locality-, it does not 
follow that they 
will suit an American river system. 
Au­ 
thors like Lombardini, therefore, while 
they can give us ample information as to 
their specialties, must not be followed 
in an abjectly imitative way. 
In fact no 
theorizing on these m atters is of much 
value. 
In determining the best mode of treating 
a river it is necessary to ascertain the 
sources of its supply, the distribution and 
character and amount of the rainfall, (lie 
topography of its watershed, the capacity 
of its outlet or outlets, the direction and 
gradients of its channel, the character of 
the soil through which it flows, the extent 
and nature and value of the agricultural 
or other interests threatened by inunda­ 
tion, and several other m atters which can 
only be learned by patient local research. 
Thus it might make a radical difference to 
the epgineeriDg treatm ent of a 
river 
whether its bottom lands were closely cul­ 
tivated or not. 
Take the Mississippi as a 
case in point. 
I t has been suggested since 
the recant floods that it would be better 
to separate the embankments more wide­ 
ly ; but this would involve the sacrifice of 
vast areas of valuable property, since it 
would necessitate building the levees be­ 
hind many of the plantations, instead of 
in front of them. 
It is clear that this 
sacrifice of property might be so great as 
to negative a treatm ent otherwise desir­ 
able. 
In the same way it is impossible to 
consider the question of a river’s affluents 
without also considering its outlets. 
For 
it may be doubtful whether it will fie bet­ 
ter to treat it for inundations by checking 
the lapidity of its affluents, or by enlarg­ 
ing the capacity of its outlets, or by both 
methods. 
The Mississippi valley ha3 been examined 
by competent engineers with a view to 
determine 
these 
questions, 
however, 
though many of those who are now dis­ 
cussing the levee problem appear to have 
entirely 
forgotten 
the 
investigation of 
Humphreys and Abbott. 
The report of 
these gentlemen on the Mississippi con­ 
stitutes the most valuable compendium 
of trustw orthy information on the subject 
at present extant, and it is significant 
that they declare the longitudinal sys­ 
tem 
of dykes 
to be the 
only ones 
susceptible 
of 
advantageous 
applica­ 
tion to the Mississippi. 
Th¡B opinion 
is no doubt a logical inference drawn from 
a scientific examination of the situation, 
and it must carry more weight with it 
than the present clamor, even though the 
latter may seem to be supported by the 
failure of the levees during the recent 
floods. 
W e suppose it may be taken for 
granted that no preventive measures can 
secure absolute safety against floods to the 
inhabitants of river bottoms anywhere, and 
this because it is always possible for an 
amount of rain to fall at the headwaters 
of a river in excess of the capacity of the 
channel to carry away without overflowing 
the banks. 
There are, however, means 
by which in given circumstances the flow 
of rain into rivers may be checked, and 
other means by which 
their discharge 
capacity may be increased. 
The Mississippi drains so enormous a 
w atershedth»t it must always be difficultto 
control its flood-waters by any methods. 
The levee system, however, has been at 
least as successful as there is reason to ex­ 
pect any system could be, and even if the 
capacity of the outlets of the river could 
be greatly enlarged it would still be impos­ 
sible to prevent floods, nor would the 
change effect 
much relief 
unles^ the 
velocity of the stream could also be so in­ 
creased as to make the passage of a much 
larger volume of water possible. 
If the 
velocity of the current cannot be hightened, 
the only effect of widening the levees 
would be to check the current still more, and 
thus to decrease the power of the river to 
carry off its flood volume. 
By a system of 
lateral levees the destructive force of the 
floods might, perhaps, be diminished con­ 
siderably ; but such a system would also 
tend to retard the efflux of the inundation, 
and consequently would interfere very 
seriously with 
the 
cultivation 
of the 
overflowed 
lands. 
The 
damage 
done 
by 
such 
a 
floofl 
as 
th at 
of 
the 
present spring is certainly very great, and 
it is not to be wondered at that the suffer­ 
ers should cry out for some more tru st­ 
worthy form of protection. 
But there is 
no evidence in history th at man has ever 
yet succeeded in completely bridling Euch 
a river as the Mississippi, and the more 
the science of hydraulic engineering ad­ 
vances the more general is the recognition 
of the immense power of those natural 
forces which govern all tluviatile phe­ 
nomena. 
We can sometimes guide great 
rivers, and prevent them in favorable sea­ 
sons from working destruction. 
But to 
all of them there come periods when 
human precautions are as feeble and use­ 
less as is the strongest architecture against 
the leveling energy of the tornado. 
, 
--------------- 
THE LAMS0N CASE. 


It is said that the friends of Hr. Lamson 
still hope to demonstrate to the satisfsc 
tion of the Home Secretary that he was 
insane, and that he ought not therefore to 
be hanged. 
But those officious persons are 
illogical, for it by no means follows that he 
ought not to be hanged if he is proved in­ 
sane. 
In fact we are prepared to maintain 
that the arguments in favor of hanging 
homicidal maniacs are insuperable, and 
that this course is the one which Science 
and Humanity alike indicate. 
But we fur­ 
ther doubt the possibility of showing that 
this man Larnson was insane. 
I t Í3 true 
that a t one period of his life he had ap­ 
peared to be an honorable and ambitious 


professional m ss, and that he had served on 
the medical staff of several European ar­ 
mies with some distinction. 
But it is also 
in evidence that he had for Eome time past 
been very poor, and that since poverty at­ 
tacked him he had resorted to methods of 
extrication from his difficulties such as 
no honest man has ever employed. 
He 
had, 
in 
short, 
forged 
cheques 
sev­ 
eral times, 
and 
his 
attem pt to pass 
them upon bi3 friends 
had 
been 
as 
often detected. 
W hen found out he had 
made the same kind of excuses th at every 
kind of skuflliog rogue might be expected 
to offer, and in fact he had been acting for 
a considerable period precisely like what is 
called in the slang of the day “ a dead 
“ beat.” 
A t last a formidable temptation 
assailed him. 
The death of his brother- 
in-law, who was a cripple, suffering hope­ 
lessly from spinal curvature, would entitle 
him to a sum equal to about §S,000. 
In 
his then circumstances such an amount 
was comparative affluence, and the tem pta­ 
tion to the crime was strengthened in two 
directions 
by 
the 
facts, (1) th at his 
brother-in-law was a chronic invalid, aDd 
liable to die from some complication of his 
spinal complaint, and (2) th at he himself 
was a duly licensed medical man, and 
therefore able to administer what drugs he 
pleased without necessarily exciting sus­ 
picion. 
In fact the considerations which 
appealed to him, and which evidently per­ 
suaded him, were precisely those which 
would have appealed to and persuaded a 
man of weak moral character but perfectly 
hexltby brain. 
Nor is it likely that 
the English Government will strain any 
points in favor of Lamsou. 
Of his guilt 
there Í9 no doubt whatever, nor of his 
motive. 
He murdered his victim 
for 
money, in the most sordid way, and that 
is all there is about it. 
In England, more­ 
over, they do not entertnin the views 
about insanity in its relation to crime 
which in this country have so frequently 
of late years defeated justice, and made 
our trials of murder cases hideous farces. 
In short the attem pt to save Lamson from 
the gallows is both irrational and immoral. 
If ever a man deserved hanging, he is that 
man, and after the crime he has com­ 
m itted he ought to have no friends. 
He 
is not mad, and he ha9 not been. 
He is a 
cruel murderer, who 
deserves 
to 
be 
strangled incontinently, as an encourage­ 
ment to all othersof the kind. 
W e have no 
doubt th at the English Government and 
public will take this view, and th at the ill- 
advised efforts to secure tbe murderer’s 
reprieve will encounter the failure they 
deserve. 


T H E 
PORK 
QUESTION. 


SAN FRANCISCO. 


The French have at length withdrawn 
from their offensive position on the pork 
question, and American hog products will 
be adm itted henceforth upon the same 
terms as those of other countries. 
The 
objections to our pork importation was at 
no time founded on any real danger from 
trichinosis, but was due to the efforts of 
French speculators aud manufacturers. Of 
course we have no right to complain of the 
course of the French Government, for we 
have been doing very much the same kind 
of thing whenever we could, and iu fact 
nations th at practice Protection must never 
complain at being excluded from foreign 
markets. 
The great pork question, how­ 
ever, ha3 been settled in a satisfactory 
way, and it is pleasant to think that we 
shall not have to fight France in order to 
secure the free dissemination of American 
sausages and bacon. 


COAST AND STATE. 


The lone Courting Club will give a 
grand coursing match Saturday, April 1st. 
The Eureka (Nev.) Sentinel says the ice 
king over there has at last turned up his 
toes to the daieies. 
A number of gentlemen have interested 
themselves in the im portant m atter of in­ 
ducing manufacturers to locate themselves 
at Los Angeles. 
The Board of Supervisors of San LuÍ3 
Obispo county bought a ton of squirrel 
poison and distributed it to the people free 
for the benefit of the rodents. 
\ \ e hear a good deal of inquiry for real 
estate and farming lands just now, with 
several recent sales. 
There is considerable 
capital in town seeking investm ent.—[San 
Diego Union. 
A letter from Elko states that the warm 
weather has had a beneficial effect upon 
the stock on the Humboldt, and that they 
arc fast recuperating from the effects of the 
bitter cold spell. 
The loss is not as great 
as has been reported, aud stock men are 
feeling encouraged. 
T h ; Oroville Refitter says th at two good 
crcp years in succession, with fair prices 
for their products, coupled with low rates 
of interest, has placed the farmers of Butte 
in easier circumstances and in better finan­ 
cial condition than they ever before en­ 
joyed. 
The present season thus far is as­ 
suring for large yield the coming year. 
The citizens of Los ADgeles propose to 
give General Hancock an ovation, if he 
will permit it, upon his arrival at that 
place on his tour of inspection of the mili­ 
tary posts on this coast. 
The General 
was formerly stationed at Wilmington, and 
is personally acquainted with many of the 
people of Los Angeles and Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The search for Lentini, the Galt mur­ 
derer, seems to have been given up. 
The 
officers say th at it is very difficult and 
well-nigh impossible to apprehend an Ita l­ 
ian accused of such a crime, because his 
countrymen, except those injured, gener­ 
ally aid him iu bis escape rather than assist 
the officers in catching him .—[.Stockton 
Herald. 
The Sonoma Democrat says : 
We have 
reliable assurances from parties who are in 
a position to fully understand the situa­ 
tion, th at the arrangements for the com­ 
mencement of work on the Sonoma Central 
Railroad, running from Santa Rosa to 
Benicia, are progressing satisfactorily, and 
in no manner has the enterprise been 
abandoned. 
Some very fine crops will be raised on 
the bottoms along Poso orcek, above the 
canal, this year. 
It is a very large stream 
at present, the w ater running far out into 
the plain after a large quantity having been 
taken up by the Calloway canal. 
It will 
run full probably until very late in the 
season, as there is an unuBual quantity of 
snow at its sources.—[Kern Californian. 
It may safely be predicted th at more 
work will be done is Bodte district proper 
during the present season than during that 
which has closed. 
The very promising 
appearance of things at the south end cer­ 
tainly insures a continuance of operations 
in the mines which are now running, aud 
the probabilities are that in other claims 
which have been shut down work will be 
again resumed.—[Bo-Jie Press. 
The residents of a certain locality in 
Hungry Hollow have for some time been 
puzzled by the mysterious ringing of a bell 
in the fields bordering on a bayou, w hose 
origin could never be ascertained, as when 
any one approached the spot whence tbe 
sound seemed to proceed it would rise in 
the air and recede in a very ghostiy man­ 
ner. 
Finally a bold citizen discovered that 
the wringing came from a largo buzzard, 
around whose body a common cow-bell had 
become fastened in somo unknown w ay.— 
[Woodland Democrat. 
The cultivation of broom-corn is being 
tried with great success on many farms in 
California, the crop being very productive 
and commanding a high market price, as 
the following facts and figures ehow : An 
acra of land will yield one-half ton of corn 
aod a ton of seed. 
The former commands 
from $40 to $160 per ton, and the seed sells 
at from $15 to $25 per ton. 
When har­ 
vested and ready for market the cost per. 
acre rarely exceeds $25, and never goes 
above $30. 
On low lands, near streams, a 
crop is almost a certainty.—[Reno Gazette.

B. F. Butler, that the President had con­ 
cluded to veto the Chinese bill, and that 
the matter would be finally settled at the 
Cabinet meeting this afternoon. GeD. Butler, 
who is a warm advicate of the hill, had a 
long interview with the President last night, 
aud is quoted as saying to-day that he was 
satisfied, from 
the President’s remarks,

to-morrow. 
Members of 
the 
Pacific coast delegation commenting on the 
rumor to-day, said they did not believe it was 
true. The President, it is said, does not ob­ 
ject to restricting immigration, but will state 
to Congress that the time is excessive, and 
that if Congress will reduce it to ten years 
he will sign the bill. The foregoing statement, 
added to the fact that no action was taken on 
the subject at to-day’s Cabinet meeting, 
have to-uight inspired a good many positive 
predictions that the Chinese bill will be re­ 
turned to Congress without the President ■ 
approval; but the Pacific coa-t Senators 
and 
Representativsti, and 
other persons 
whose opportunity for forming a correct 
judgment are of the very best, attach 
no importance to these current rumors, and 
regsrd them as hasty, and from entirely i: - 
sufficient premises. 
General B utkr left 
Washington yesterday, and the statements 
put forth on his alleged authority are proba­ 
bly w holly spurious or greatly exaggerated. 
However this may be, the facta iu regard to 
the consideration of the Chinese bill at to­ 
day’s 
Cabinet session 
are 
substantially 
as follows : Owing to the amount of time 
consumed in discussing the Mason case, and 
in disposing of several routine nutters which 
rtq tired immediate attention, there was very 
little opportunity for discussing the Chinese 
MIL 
It was thought either to prolonging 
the session beyond the hour wheu it was 
nece-sary for the Cabinet officers to re­ 
turn to their respective departments, to close 
up the day’s business, or the cutticg off of 
several members from an opportunity of ex­ 
pressing their views npon it 
The President, 
therefore, partly as a matter of courtesy 
to 
the members, and partly by reason 
of his well-knowu and apparently constitu­ 
tional prerogativa to take all possible time 
for action on important matters, adjourned 
the further discusión of this subject until 
the next Cabinet session, which will take 
place on Friday.”

Charles Bradlaugh. 


Mr. Bradlaugh was born in Hoxton, London, 
September 26, 18.*i3 
Owing to the extreme poverty 
of his parents, he ceased attending school before he 
was 11. 
He developed an early taste for politics, for 
at the age of 15 he appeared as an orator before 
street audiences, during the political turmoils of 
1847-48. The origin of his atheisticil opinions 
dates from the same period. Stud} ing to fit himself 
for a Sunday Schov.1 exhibition before the Bi-hop of 
London, he became skeptical, and declared hi* in­ 
ability to reconcile the Thirty-nine Articles with 
the Four Gospels. 
IIis father, influenced by the 
clergy, gave him three days in which to change 
his opinions, on penalty of losing his situation. 
He accepted the penalty, and quitted the situ­ 
ation and his home forever. He enlisted in the serv­ 
ice of the East India Company, where be remained 
some time. 
He secured a clerkship in a solicitor’s 
office In London, and entered at once ujh>ii his life 
career of a political and atheistical writer and speak­ 
er. 
In 1858-59 he gained considerable notoriety by 
editing a journal called the Investigator, which was 
soon sus: ended for want of capital. 
A>ear later 
the journal which he now edits, the National Be- 
form er, was established, and in the conduct of this 
his reputation for ability was greatly increased. His 
sympathies for the oppressed were not confined to 
bis own coun rv. When Italy was fighting for free­ 
dom he raised by his own exertio s 100 guineas and 
sent them to Garibaldi. 
He visited Ireland, con­ 
ferred with the advocates of “ home rule,” and 
raised his voice in their justification. 
In the year 
18<t9 an attem pt was made by the Gladstone minis­ 
try to suppress his journal because he refused to 
have it licensed. He argued his own case, and won 
a brilliant victory. 
Mr. Bradlaugh’s republicanism 
assumes tliat the “ right to deal with the throne is 
inalienably vested in the Entrlieh people, to be exer­ 
cised by them through their representatives in Par­ 
liament." Mr Bradlaugh’s personal popularity is 
very great. 
In the autumn of 1873 Mr. Bradlaugh 
visited the U nit'd States, and delivered lectures in 
most of the prominent cities. His reception in all 
cases was hearty and coidial—notably so in New 
York and Boston. 
Mr. Bradlaugh's political statue as the member 
from Northampton i«ooe of the most agitating ques 
Lions before the British Parliament at the present 
time. At the beginning of the controversy he re­ 
fused to take the oath of allegiance on the ground 
that it would not be binding upon his c n-cience. 
The House refused to let him affirm, inasmuch as no 
provision Is made in the Parliamentary Oaths Act 
for affirmation by others than Quakers anil the like 
Mr. Bradlaugh then resigned his seat, and was re 
electeo in April, but his apDlication to take the 
oath was then refused by the Conservatives and 
disallowed by 208 to 175. 
Mr. Bradlaugh having 
refused to withdraw, wjb removed by the Sergeant- 
at-Arms. Shortly after the Government attempted 
to relieve him by introducing an amended Parlia­ 
mentary' Oaths bill, but this measure, after being 
debated three nights, fell stillborn. 
Mr. Bradlaugh 
once more presentid himself at the table, but his 
request to be sworn was again denied, and lie was 
prohibited at the instance of Sir Stafford North- 
cote, from entering the lobby until he gave an assur­ 
ance that he w'ould not disturb the proceedings of 
the House 
This he refused to give, and after hold­ 
ing a public meeting in Trafalgar Square, attempted 
to force his way into the House and came into colli­ 
sion with the police.
